April, 1865, Abraham, Lincoln was 
mortally wounded as ne was quiet­ 
ly seated in the presidential 
box 
of the Ford Theatre with Mrs. Lin­ 
coln and others witnessing a per­ 
formance. 
I have before me as I write, giv­ 
en by a friend, a copy of a news­ 
paper which was then published m 
Memphis and known as the “Mem­ 
phis Argus”. 
The copy bears the 
date of April 18, 1866, and 
pur- 
C 
arts to give the details 
of 
Mr. 
incoln’s assaaination and death, of 
the attack upon Mr. Seward, his 
secretary of State, and then the 
swearing in of Andrew Johnson as 
president of the 
United 
States, 
who succeeded Lincoln by virtue of 
his office as vice president. Every 
column of the newspaper consist­ 
ing of only four pages is bordered 
with deep black lines, and in addi­ 
tion to the details as given there 
appears a long and well written ed­ 
itorial on the life and character of 
Lincoln, his services to the coun­ 
try, and the grief of the people ov­ 
er his death. 
I cull this sentence from the edi 
torial, “To this country this is a 
calamity for whose 
parallel 
we 
may search the nation’s history in 
vain. 
It has turned the hour 
of 
national 
rejoicing into 
national 
mourning. 
It has transformed 
a 
nation of joyful, buoyant hearts, 
gladdened with a return of peace 
with its attendant blessings into a 
nation of grief-stricken mourners”. 
That the detaife of Lincoln’s as­ 
sassination occurring on the 14th 
of April were not printed until the 
18th in 
this 
paoer 
shows 
how 
slowly news traveled in those days, 
and the general makeup of the pa­ 
per itself which I understand had 
a wide circulation, compared with 


fcfdnces between the past and the 
present. 
The head lines of the report in 
the “Argus” are of large black type 
and 
this 
appears 
“A Nation in 
Mourning”, and the details were 
collected from various sources such 
as the reports of the secretary of 
war and certain dispatches taken 
from the Cincinnati Gazette. 
One from 
the 
Gazette 
dated 
April 14 from Washington is par­ 
ticularly interesting. 
It recited that the president, Sec­ 
retary Seward and Major Seward 
have been assailed by some desper­ 
adoes at 
night 
evidently 
under 
some preconcerted arrangement. 
After describing the assault on 
the Sewards this follows: 
Simul 
taneously with this another 
des­ 
perado appeared at Ford’s theatre 
and obtained admittance to the box 
occupied by Mr. Lincoln, and shot 
the president in the back of the 
head, then jumped from the box to 
the stage and repeated the motto 
of Virginia “Sic semper tyrannis”. 
In a moment more he disappeared. 
Following this is another dispatch 
sent to the Cincinnati Gazette at 
2:20 a. m., the morning of the 15th 
which is as follows: 
“Secretaries 
Stanton, 
Willes, 
McCulloch, Dennison, Speed 
and 
Usher have just arrived 
at the 
place where the president is dying. 
The atendir.g physician pronounc- 
es his case hopeless. 
His brains 
are oozing from his wound and he 
is now rapidly sinking. 
His wife 
and children are at his bedside”. 
Other dispatches give fuller de­ 
rails of the assassination and tells 
how guards had been detailed 
to 
watch over Andrew Johnson after 
the president’s death, also identify 
ing the assassin as John 
Wilkes 
Booth, and describes temper of the 
crowds which 
milled 
about 
the 
streets in the vicinity of the house 
where the president lay dying, how 
the audience in the theatre 
when 
the attack was made thought for 
-l moment that it was a part of the 
play, and did not know the presi 
dent had been shot until the 
an 
nouncement was made by the man 
ager of the theatre. 
It was further stated that Mrs 
Lincoln fainted after the shot was 
fired and the president collapsed. 
The wound of Mr. Lincoln was 
described as made by a pistol bail 
which entered the back of his head 
passing through and coming out at 
the right temple. 
The president, it was said, never 
regained consciousness after 
the 
shot was fired, and 
immediately 
upon his death, Dr. Gurley, a Pres 
byterian minister kneeled 
at the 
bedside and offered an impressive 
prayer. 
The remains of Mr. Lincoln were 
placed in a mahogany coffin cover 
ed with a blue cloth and lined with 
white lead, the latter being cover 
ed with white satin. 
A silver plate on the coffin over 
the breast bore the following des­ 
cription: 
“Abraham Lincoln, 16th 
president 
of the United States 
born July 12, 180B, died April 
1865”. 
After the remains of 
president were embalmed a 
locks of hair were removed from 
his head for the family before the 
body was placed in the coffin 
Other dispatches refer 
to 
the 
oath taken by Andrew Johnson and 
the first meeting of 
the cabinet 
after this had been administered 
•Hie “Argus” which contained the 
details of Mr. Lincoln’s assassina 
tion given above, also made con 
spicuous mention of a meeting of 
the citizens of Memphis held at th 
Odd 
Fellows 
building at 
which 
speeches were made and resolu 
tions of sympathy and regret wer 
passed. 
Among the names mentioned are 
some whose descendants now live 
in the city and are prominent 
its affairs. 
The want of space prevents 
further statement from 
the copy 
of the “Argus”, but what has been 
given may afford an insight to the 
student of the time in which Mr 
Lincoln lived and died, and of an 
event which remains the starkest 
and most dreadful of all our na 
tional tragedies.—¿Commercial Ap 
peal.

look alike to the wholesaler.

rating, good reputation for paying

“cuts no ice” in their transactions. 
There is but one analysis, so far 
as we can 
see, 
to that problem. 
That is, business must be trans­ 
acted on a cash basis if they are 
to survive. 
And, if the wholesaler 
or jobber cannot 
survive

wise, the retailer certainly cannot, 
unless he is well fortified with cash 
and has a certainty that he 
collect.

Too much of these disasters 
is one prime factor for the depress­ 
ed condition of the country today 
The m erchant who thinks he can 
carry on as in the past is flirting 
with bankruptcy. 
The ibank which 
has survived has been required 
to 
tighten up and make loans 
only 
when there is no doubt th a t it can 
realize fully when required. Most 
everywhere 
banks 
are 
making 
loans on demand notes; no set time, 
but if 
not 
demanded, then the 
length of time is six months. There 
! lies some safety because the bank 


can demand the proceeds of sale of 
the mortgaged property when sold 
and not required to w ait until 
a 
note is due, when a specified time 
instead of demand is inserted 
in 
the note. 
(Several retail stores in Charles­ 
ton have 
found 
it necessary 
to 
close in the past few years. They 
found they were unable to make 
the grade when selling on a cred­ 
it 
basis, 
even 
partially. 
The 
amount of business is limited and 
the field of competition, while re­ 
stricted, is keen and strong. Pro­ 
fits have about 
vanished because 
of strong competition, 
and 
with 
prices low, as we are now experi­ 
encing, it requires the moving of 
double the amount 
of 
merchan­ 
dise now as compared with four or 
five years ago to even obtain one- 
half the profit, because of the in- 
cresaed 
overhead—requiring as 
much employment 
to move 
one- 
half the value of merchandise, yet 
just as much bulk. 
A retail trade attempted on cred­ 
it or time, 
requires 
considerable 
capital even on so short a time as 
by the week dr monthly.
